addition of vai-ioufl oils which are 
used in paint manufaclure. The con- 
tents of the vat nro in continual agi- 
tation to Insure proper mixing. 

On passing from the vat frio paint 
1.1 run dIrccUy Into cans and scaled. 
Ono of tlio features ot the procès:: 
•.vhicli fiii.ckly made itscit apparent 
to the astute commerce men was the 
w.ny ill which production Is arranged 
vertically. The pigments are poured 
Into the mill; from the mill tiiey drop 
vertically to the vats and from the 
vats again vertically to the cans. Each 
stage ot tho process requires a floor 
to Itse'.f. 

Tin Shop 

Aliter inspect'ng the general office 
tho parly was taken to the "tin shop". 
Here tits company manufactures the 
containers which carry the product 
to tho consumer. Sheet tin ot the re- 
quired thickncs-ij Is purchased and 
ni.achlnes fasten the lids and bottoms 
in ono punch. The sides ot the can 
aro first bent in a special machine 
and the edges .ire then soldered to- 
gether. Tho soldering mach'ne was of 
special Interest. The solder is fed 
down a tube to a rod-hot iron under 
wlilch there is ;i cylinder wiilch c.\- 
iictly fits tho required circumference 
of tlic can. Tho embryo can is placed 
ui>on this cylinder nnd is then pushed 
under the molten metal. The cans are 
stopped U|) and placed in a bath of 
water In order to ascorlain whether 
or not Ihey aro piojuMly soldered. 
Paint Mills 

From (he tin shop tho party was 
eonductcd to tho paint mills. The 
mlll.s were like cauldron.s with' re- 
volving Indies. Into llu-so mills tin- 
raw iiigment.s are iioiircd; .some in 
powder form and some like very thick 
piislc.

.«►"VrOU have demonstrated to me that students are the same 

•I- th3 world over." As the Prime Minister made this obseva- 
tion Monday afternoon in Hoy se Hall, the response from those 
listening to him vai-ied all the way from peals of laughter to 
groans. The laughs came from those who had .seen as little of 
McGill students as had the Premier himself. The groans came 
from the studcnls, who realised that in the exhibition of feeling 
and spirit which they were offering, they were hardly acting 
like them-selvef-;. They werij being compared to the .students of 
Scottish Universities oldei- than McGill; to the students wlio 
ga.vre Lord Birkenheac^. a ride in a station loriy, and ref )-eshed 
hit^i^ii|fe;\vith a hot dog. In this compa)'i.son they were not 
il)M^^^^ed on their actual merits, but on merits borrowed for 
:9nWteKiioon. 

Steam used to be let off for many years at McGill iii annual 
battles between Freshmen and Sophomore.«, and in uproarious 
Theatre nights, on which occasions tiie hero of tlie hour was the 
man who put the "Star" bulletin on the top of Nelson's monu- 
ment. These affairs soon woii; themselves out because of the 
injury to property inflicted and becau.se the city officials came 
■to regard them as a nuisance. Also undergraduates began to 
consider theniselvf;.'-: a little too old for such childish antics. The 
^'.reshman-Sophomore feud was continued till Just year without 
tjîè '.former disturbance, the disttn'bance being cjuelled by the 
rather undesirable method of not giving the Freshmen a chance 
to fight back. 

This yeai-. at the outset, it appeared that the McGill student 
:had .reached the peak of his self-complacency. Initiations were
